PAY FOR THE PAVING 


When Chestnut Is Proved to Be 


What Was Ordered. 


ENGINEER HANLON IN NO HURRY 


To See Ik* Fiaal BUI of the Ayres CMUjMwy 


lushed Throuf h CuuucU—Too 


Many Son Placet. 


'We are in no hurry to take Chest- 
nut street off the hands of tbe con- 
tractor. There are soft places in the 
paving, and until they are shown to 
tie right the street should not be ac- 
cepted. 'We can take tbe entire sum- 
mer if we desire it." 
The sneaker was John A. Hanlon, 
city engineer, and he had just reached 
his office after a careful examination 
of Chestnut street. He bad walked 
over the paving and found soft places 
that were not there a week ago.and be 
was not at all satisfied with the ap- 
pearance of tbe wearing surface al- 
though he would not say it could not 
be made right. He found places where 
theprlntsof a waeon wheel were plain, 
and at other places the horse's shoe 
had sunk into tbe asphalt. 
"There -need be no great hurry 
about tbis matter 
of paying," 
be continued, "even though tbe city 
has bonds to cover any defect. 
What 
we contracted for, and the specilica- 
tians are here to show it, was an as- 
phalt paving not so bard as to crack 
nor so soft as to be unable to stand 
i.his temperature. It seems that tbe 
.vant g surface on Chestnut is a little 
.-,uii. The Ayers company nor any 
other company facing the tierce com- 
petition of today can afford to leave a 
j >b iu the condition that one Is at 
present. I do not say that it is a poor 
piece of work nor do I condemn it by 
any means, but I want to see it just 
right before we take it off the con- 
tractor's bands. By just right I mean 
satisfactory. The Ayres company has 
been in tbe business three years, and 
they have done some good work. I 
have seen it, and I believe every pre- 
caution was taken to make tbis a good 
job, but it does seem soft. 
'•I do not take much stock in the as- 
sertion that a chemical analysis will 
settle the wearing qualities of tbe 
street. Tae chemist can separate tbe 
different parts of asphalt and give 
each one of them a name, and be can 
tell in what proportion tbese different 
parts are mixed in making this -wear- 
ing surface, but be cannot tell much 
about its wearing qualities or wheth- 
er the pavement is soft on a warm 
day. I was disappointed in not hav- 
ing one asphalt expert meet me here, 
but I am In correspondence witb sev- 
eral others and they will be here to 
see the street and examine it 
"Bight here I want to say I did not 
tell Mr. Ayres I would recommend 
the payment of the final assessment. I 
did telegraph the mayor recommend- 
ing the payment of part of the flnal 
assessment pending further investiga- 
tion but it was not for me to say what 
council would pay. 
"We want to be assured beyond all 


doubt 
that 
Chestnut 
street 
is 
all 
right 
before 
we accept 
it. 
It 
is simply a plain 
busi- 
•ness proposition, and one wbich I be- 
lieve will meet the approval of the 
people because it is fair."

Secretary of State Lay 1 in has Issued* 
a neat pamphlet containing the re- 
port of Governor Nash, Auditor Gil- 
bert and himself, empowered because 
or their official position by the consti- 
tution to determine tbe ratio of rep- 
resentation in tbe general assembly 
according to tbe decennial census. * 
The report contains two maps abbw- 
ing tbe representative and senatorial 
districts, and from them can be'seen, 
as announced some time ago in Tax 
AGK, that Coshocton is entitled to 
one representative io each session of 
the legislature during the sixth decen- 
nial period, and the senatorial dis- 
trict to which it is attached is to;have 
one senator during four sessions and 
two during the ttfth. This last ar- 
rangement 
is explained in these 
words: 
j 
"The Eighteenth district composed 


of the counties of Coshocton and;,Tus- 
earawas, and the Nineteenth district, 
composed of the county of Guernsey 
and part ot tbe counties of Monroe 
and Noble, having been annexed' at a 
preceding apportiontnent.and not hav- 
ing acquired sufficient population to 
entitle each of them to elect separate- 
ly, shall continue as one district, and 
snail be -entitled to one senator in 
each session, and one additional, sen- 
ator in the fifth session of the decen- 
nial period." 
Coshocton has 29,337 people andTus- 
carawas 53,751, a total of 33,088, mak- 
ing tbe Eighteenth district, while 
Guernsey has 34,425, part «f Monroe 
26,016, part of Noble 9,929, a total of 
70,370, making tbe Nineteenth. This 
gives the entire district a population 
of 153,458. 
Tne district is Democratic, -the par- 
ty winning during tbe last four years 
by the following pluralties: 1897, 1500; 
1898, 193; 1899, 1195; 1900, 520.

County Auditors Decide to In- 


crease Minimum Valuation 


OF ALL TELEPHONES IN OHIO 


t it Now Ahwt tee-third fo That Amount. 


Bask Stocks awl Railroads Were Held 


<h«r Until November. 


A majority of tbe auditors of Ohio 
ttended tbe special meeting in Col- 
umbus called for tbe purpose of dis- 
ussmg an increase in the valuation 
if railroad propertyr bank stock sur 
plus and undivided (profits, and to fix 
a minimum valuation upon which tel- 
phone boxes are to be taxed. 
Tbe first matter considered related 
to tbe mini mum valuation to be placed 
upon tbe telephone boxes, leased to 
.be companies doing business in this 
tate. In tbe discussion it developed 
.hat the valuation now placed upon 
,hese boxes ranges from 93.42 upwards. 
The auditors were all in favor of in- 
creasing the minimum, and it was de- 
cided to make It $10 a box, and above 
this according to the earning power 
of tbe telephone 
as shown in tbe 
counties in which they are located. 
The question in regard to bank 
took, undivided profits, and surplus 
was brought up. At present, accord- 
ng to the auditors, the banks are 
.axed on 60 per cent of tbese items. 
President Yates led the discussion 
and presented strong arguments to 
.he effect that the banks should be 
taxed on the full face value of tbese 
terns. It was also argued that tbe 
railroads should be increased in valu- 
ation, but tbese two matters were left 
to be settled at the annual meeting 
which will he held in NoveoiUer. 


PRINTERS' TERMS 


Were Used By Rev. Dr. ToUwl In aa Inter- 


esting Sermon. 


Eev. Dr. Toland delivered an Inter- 
esting sermon to the Typographical 
uuion Sunday evening, trie printers 
attending as a body. 
Tbe audience 
was large and tbe printers were well 
pleased with the sermon. 
The text was taken from tbe book 


of Job: "Ob That My Words were 
Written in a Book/' Thesermonwas 
plain and practical and consisted in 
tbe main of analogies between terms 
common to a compositor and events in 
actual life. 
"Yen printers" said Dr. Toland, 
have a word, justify, whicb you do 
not use in tbe same sense as other 
people-do, and we get a lesson from 
that. If your type does not justify, 
that is fit closely and evenly, when 
you go to lift it it will fall apart and 
make pi. So It Is in life, some people 
do no*, fit any where,some are two long, 
others too short, and they are con 
tinually causing a human pi." 
A number of other comparisons 


were made in a practical way from 
technical terms. The leads he said 
represented the great mediocrity of 
people who seemed to be of no partic- 
lar use and yet served to make others 
more prominent, just as the leads 
made the letters stand out more prom- 
inently on tbe printed page.Tbe spaces 
between words were made ,to, repre- 
sent the spaces between work, and it 
was pointed out that space was need- 
ed between our work. At least one 
day in the week should be a space so 
far as labor is concerned. 
He said 
many people set their lines without 
any spacing whatever.

A Very Good Crop is Pron.ised By State 


Board of Afrithlture. 


The condition of the wheat crop in 
Ohio continues to improve and 82 per 
cent of an average yield is promised 
>y the state board of agriculture in 
ts report for last week. The reporia 
says damage by Hessian fly is 10 per 
cent and by other insects three per 
cent. 
Tbe estimated area for oats when 
harvest 
arrives is 1,027.291 acres, 


while only 88 per cent of tbe area 
sown in clover last year will be gath- 
ered this year. The losses of horses 
nd cattle during the winter and 
spring are placed at one per cent 
eacb, sbeep six per cent and hogs four 
per cent: 
The prospect for berries when com- 
pared with an average crop is 92 per 
cent.

Slightly Injured—Members. Of th« 
Freight Crew:Under Arrest. 
Chicago, May 6.—In a fire that-de- 


stroyed a 3-story apartment building 
on, Marquette avenue, South.': Chicago, 
seven persons were burned to death, 
three fatally Injured and several others 
slightly burned. The dead: Mrs. Jose- 
phine .Cooley; Mabel Cobley, 6, daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Cooley; Annie Cobley, 15 
months, daughter of Mrs! Cooley; Pe- 
ter-Zook, owner of the building: Mrs. 
Peter.' Zook, Victoria Zook, Nicholas 
Zook. The fatally Injured: "William 
Cooley, husband of Mrs. Josephine 
Cooley; Louisa Christenson; Mabel 
Christenson.' 


"While the occiupants of the. burning 


building' were" struggling with' the; 
smoke arid flames, in hope of forcing; 
their way to safety, the firemen, who 
were responding to the alarm, were 
vainly waiting for a freight train, 
which blocked the way of the fire en- 
gines; to more away from the crossing 
and give an open road to the flre. Mar- 
shall Driscoll, in charge of the fire- 
men, called to the 
conductor and 


brakftmen to move the train but they 
refused to comply with- his request. 
The police were sent for and the crew 
were arrested. Then, under orders of 
the fire marshal, the train was backed 
from the crossing, but by the time the 
firemen reached the burning building 
the structure had been destroyed. 


Among the embers were found-the 


charred remains of the victims. The 
bodies were burned beyond recogni- 
tion and were identified in various 
ways. The train crew, who live at 
Elkhart, Ind., are being held without 
bail, awaiting the verdict of the coro- 
ner's inquest The origin .of'the flre Is 
unknown. The building: was an old 
one, built of wood, and burned ao rapr 
idly that all livenues of escape by: 
stairways were cut oft before the occu- 
pants were aware of the flre. 


Officials of the Lake Shore and 


Michigan Southern railway, on whose 
tracks the train is said to have, blocked 
the firemen, declare that they have 
evidence that the blocking lasted but 
a few minutes, and that the members 
of the train crew did everything in 
their power to make way for the fire 
engines. Later the train crew was re- 
leased on bonds. 


The fire was fraught with an inci- 


dent of the most distressing character: 
The little two-year-old daughter of 
Christiansen, who lived on the third 
floor, was terribly burned, her left arm 
and her face being roasted. Her fath- 
er,, a follower of Dr. Dbwie. refused 
to allow the little one to have medical 
attention, and 
fought 
desperately 


when she was taken from him. He 
clung to the burned arm of the child 
and part of the flesh was torn-from 
the member. The/father was knocked 
down by some person in the crowd
